RxESOLUTION.— A considerable supply of Stock Notes having now been 
received from England at Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay, and the necessary 
printing into them of the names of the several circles as well as of the year- 
figures being considerably advanced, His Excellency the Governor-General in 
Council considers that the sale should commence in all Provinces (except 
British Burma and Berar) with as little further delay as possible. 

2. In the Punjab two syndicates have been formed—one for Lahore and 
the other for the rest of the Province—and a sufficient supply of notes has 
partly been already delivered to the Accountant-General, and will be completed 
in the course of a few days. ‘The transfer to the syndicates of such quantities 
as they require may therefore commence at once. 

3° In the North-Western Provinces syndicates have been constituted for 
the Benares and Allahabad Divisions on the one hand, and the Agra and Meerut 
Divisions on the other, and supplies of the notes are nearly complete, so that 
sales will commence in a few days, as in the Punjab. With the view to one 
or more syndicates for the rest of the province, certain parties have placed 
themselves in communication with the Accountant-General, who should report 
the final result to this Department as soon as possible. But he should at once 
proceed, irrespective of any such negotiations, to complete his supplies from 
the Comptroller-General, and to issue to the several treasuries and sub-treasuries 
in the remaining portion of the province, with a view to the early commence- 
ment of sales by Government officers as contemplated in clause (8) of paragraph 4 
of the Resolution quoted above. 

4. heComptrollerGeneral should similarly supply,in communication with 
the Accounfant-General and Comptroller, respectively, all treasuries and 
sub-treasuries in Bengal and Assam, and the Accountant-Generals at Bombay 
and Madras and the Comptroller at Nagpore, those within their respective 
limits, the last-named officer indenting on Bombay for whatever notes he may 
require. 

? 5. It is considered indispensable that sales should commence on the | 
same date at all the treasuries and sub-treasuries in» the same Province, in 
order to prevent inconvenience to the public and derangement of the 
supply of the several localities according to their probable normal demand.

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NOTIFICATION. 
: Quarantine Rules for the Port of Calcutta, 

The 18th July. 1882,.—In exercise of the power conferred by Act I of 1870, the following 
rales for quarantine against cholera, have been made by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal 
with the previous sanction of the Governor-General in Council, They will, as a temporary 
measure, take effect from this date in the port of Caleutta :— é 

I. The commander of every vessel, including buygalows or other native craft, arriving 
from the island of Sumatra or from the port of Batavia in the island of Java where cholera 
prevails, shall, on arrival at the Sandheads, hoist a yellow flag, and inaicate by signal the port 
fiom which she has come, and shall keep such flag and signal flying until permitted to take 
it down as hereinafter provided 

II. Such commander shall not, without having first obtained permission.as hereinafter 
provided, allow any communication with the shore or with any other ves-el or boat, excepting 
only with the boat supplying the pilot* from the pilot brig, 
and in that case communication shall be limited to receiving 
on board the pilot, his leadsman, servant, and baggage. 

Ill. The pilot shall not take such vessel higher up the river than Royapore, but shall 
anchor it there until the Health Officer of the port hus visited it and ascertained by enquiry 
whether any person on board is then suffering, or has during the voyage suffered, from 
cholera ; and if such officer is satixfied by enquiry that no such case has occurred, he shall, by 
writing under his hand, to be delivered to the commander, permit such vessel to haul down the 
yellow flag and proceed upwards to the port, and to hold free communication with the shore 
and with other vessels and boats in port. 

IV. Ifthe Health Officer shall have reason to believe that any such case bas occurred, 
he shall direct tue commander to detain the vessel at the quarantine anchorage at Royapore 
for the space of 15 days from the day of arrival there, or trom the date of the occurrence ot 
the latest case of illness, and shall further direct the commander to prohibit, during the said - 
15 days, all communication, except such as is hereinafter provided for, between such vessel 
and the shore, or other vessels or boats in the harbour, The Health Officer may furtner 
direct the removal of so many of the passengers and crew as may not be suffering from sickness, 
and whose services may not be required on board the ship, to such particular spots ax may 
from time to time be fixed unou by the local Government as places of quarantine, there to 
remain for a space of 15 days, or, in the event of the occurrence of a ease of sickness, for a 
epace of 15 days from the date of the occurrence of the last case. The Health Officer may 
permit the pilot, with his leadsman and servants, to leave the vessel at; any time after such 
precautionary disinfection of their persons and baggage as he may think necessary, or may 
direct that they remain in quarantine along with the passeugers and crew. 

V. Any mails or cargo which may be brought by any vessel so arriving’shall be landed 
under such precautions as may be deemed necessary by the Health Ofliicer to prevent the 
spread of the disease, 

VI. It will be the duty of the Port Officer to facilitate the conveyance to the vessel in 
quarantine of all supplies of provisions, stores, and other articles required by those on board. 
These supplies should be placed on the boats of the vessel, to be subsequently removed by 
members of her crew.

The 18th July 1882.—In exercise 6f the power eonferred by Act I of 1870, the 
rules for quarantine against cholera, have been made by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal 
with the previous sanction of the Governor-General in Council. They will, as a temperary 
measure, take effect from this date in the port af Caleutta:— 

I. The commander of every vessel, including buggalows or other native craft, arriving 
from the island of Sumatra or from the port of Batavia in the island of Java where cholera 
prevails, shall, on arrival at the Sandheads, hoist a yellow flag, and indicate by signal the port 
from which she bas come, and shall keep such flag and signal flying until permitted to take 
it down as hereinafter provided. 

Il. Such commander shall not, without having first obtained permission as hereinafter 
provided, allow any communication with the shore or with any other vessel or boat, excepting 

only with the boat supplying the pilov* from the pilot brig, 

* N.B.—Pilotage is compulsory forall and in that case communication shall be limited to receiving 

vessels over 100 tons. 1 . af j
